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Security^ and Review (or Inaction)* This arrangement enables 
Mm to maintain close cont^t with all facets of Ms organlsati<nx 
throu^ five key officials* The internal organizational structures 
and functions of divisiong and staffs of the Logistics Office were 
approved by the Deputy Director for Administration in July 1954 and 
are detailed in Logistics Instructions^ Series l-l40l .

The Planning Staff is responsible for keeping the CMef of 
Logistics informed relative to current and long range plans of the 
Agency, the Department of Defense, the De p ar t m Mxt of State, and 
other elements of Ciovemment Insofar as. such plana may Involve 
logistical support iiqpllcations* The Staff provides pi<wwi«g 
guidance and assistance to Logistics Office personnel and Agency 
off iclale responsible for operatlcms; detexnlnes the logistical 
feasibill-ty of operational plans axui the probable capabilities of 
the Agency to provide logistical support for such jdans; and per- 
forms other related planning functions xeqiulred* 

Logistics planning is essential to Insure the timely and 
adequate support of Agency operations and to provide the technical 
guidance necessary in the development the logistical implica- 
tions of operational plans, programs, projects and activities* 
Logistics amexes to operational plans are examined carefully to 
assure that the logistical reqjulrements specified are realistic and 
appropriate and to ascertain whether the requirements can be ful- 
filled within existing resources or must be procured* Basically, 
there axe two types of planning that are reguii^^ to accomplish the 
logisticM. support for the Agency— current planning and long range 
plajDjilnge 


Ourrent Projects Branch 


This Branch is reoponsible for the evaluation of logistics 
iiig>llcatlons for a ll current operational plans Insofar as their 
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feasibility for logistical suppoxt is concexned* The Bzaach is 
concerned pirlmarlly with projects that are under vay or vUl be 
loplemented in the iaoediate future* This planning results in the 
submission of requisitions for materiel, facilities and sexrices 
to accomplish specific and iBaaediate operations. 


Plans and Programs Branch 


This Branch prepares or etssists in -Ua.e preparation of plans 
covering requirements for long range Agency operational programs 
of any cotagponent of the Agency. This planning results in the 
initiation of timely procurement action for items reqiolrlng a i« ne 
leeui time, the establishment of advance supply base facilities, 
the development of logistical data and studies designed to furnish 
guidance in the evaluation of logistical implications ctf long range 
operational plans. The Branch also is responsible for the e<»soli- 
dation of strategic reserve materiel req]airements and the determina- 
tion of the proper vorld-vide distribution of materiel resources in 
support of hot war or other ^nergency conditions. 


TECHHIQAL REVIEW AMD POLICT STAFF 


This Staff reviews the performance o£ all elmnorts of the 
Logistics Office and logistics activities performed elsewhere in 
the Agency (doaestic and overseaus) and recommends action necessary 
to improve tiie effectiveness, efficiency and economy of such opera- 
tions. The Staff also review recommimidations for the establishment 
of new logistics policy and changes to existixig policy and accom- 
plishes other q;>eelal hi^ level assignments as directed by the Chief 
of Logistics. 

In ov^r to accomplish the logistics support for world-wide 
Agency operations, it is necessaury to delegate authority to other 
persons and organizational elements to take completed action cm 
many logistics matters* Requisite to this delegation is the 
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establlstaBttnt and proiBulgatloQ of policies and procedures by vhich 
officials at all levels nay be guided* These are issued in ithe 
fom of regulations, handbooks, and other directive aaterial* These 
directives most be caxefuUy reviewed in order to assure that th e 
policies co nt ain e d “Uiereln are consistent and sound provide for 
the nost effective, ffficlent, and econoetlcal accooplishment of 
logistics activities^ A further reipiisite to this delegat io n of 
authoril^jr is the review of logistics activities throughout the 
Agency so ^ to assure coopliance with the policies and procedures 
prescribed* This review also is necessary in order to keep abreast 
of operative problems as they develop and to provide imaedlate pre- 
ventive and remedial measures* It is not possible for the Chief of 
Logistics personally to make a detailed review of all directive 
material pertaining to logistics and all logistics activities throu^- 
out the Agmacy* Accordingly, the TechniceO. Review and Policy Ptaff 
acts for "ttie CSblef of Logistics relative to such natters and serves 
as his "eyes and ears" in ttie examination of the effectiveness and 
®fficiency of world-wide logistics operations*

The Security Staff furnishes advice kOl assistance to the 
Chief of Logistics and other officials of the Logistics Office 
relative to operational security natters and accomplishes assigned 
security functions such as classified contract securily, physical 
security inspections of contractor's plant, briefings of contrac- 
tors, securi^ inqpectlon of Logistics Office activities, and the 
processing of reqjuests for securi'ty clearances* 

3his Staff controls the disclosure of Agency classified infor- 
mation relating to Logistics Office operations* The unintentional 
and therefore isproper dlsclosuire of classified information through 
the accooplltiment of normal logistics opejrations is anticipated «M^d 
avoided 1y prior planning and the analysis of proposed projects 
programs* The Intrational disclosure of classified information to 
authoirised individuals outside the Agency necessaiy to secure their 
assistance and support for the accooplishment of Agency logistics 
ofjactives is controlled by Inspections, briefings, and secrecy 
agreements with individuals ccmcemed after securi'^ clearances 
for such pers^is have been obtained through established channels*

Budget and Fiscal Branch 


This Branch issues instructions and provides assistance 
srelative to the suhnissiMi o£ budget data by coog>onent8 of the 
Logistics Office, prepares the consolidated budget for the Logis- 
tics Office, and performs those fiscal activities within the Office 
lAich are centralised. The Budget Officer also a system

This Branch furnishes Agency nail end courier services for 
approximately 90 buildings in the Ifeshington area; In addition to 
receiving, dispatching, and delivering nail and other documents to 
and within these buildings, a large portion of the workload of this 
Branch consists of the movenent of intelligence naterials between 
the Agency axtd other Oovemnent agencies* Approxinately 7^0,000 
accountable dociunents and other naterials were distributed to 
destinations outside the Agency dmrtwg py 19^4; 


Mmiagement Assistance Branch 


This Branch provides for the contirol, coordination, review, 
and publication of regulatory issuances; controls and nakes reeon>

program as prescribed by the Logistics Career Service Board; The

This section authorises the Agency to exercise certain authorities 
provided in the Aimed Services Procurement Act of 19^7* Section 
502 (d) ( 17 ) of the Federal Property and Administrative Services Act 
of 1949 pezmlts the Agency to procure directly, rather than through 
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the Genex^ Services A d m l nl at3?atl<Mtt^ vhen necessary* Except vhen 
operational necessity dictates otherwise. Agency procurement is 
wcomplished in accordance with procedures and policies set forth 
in Axned Services Procurement Begulatlons*

(c) purchase, and (d) construction. In that order of pxefer^ce.
